It is expected that the coun- 
cil will spend an additional amount 
on the market roads

dozer, the eouncil set a rate of $5 00 
per hour for ratepayers and $8.00 
per hour for non-ratepayers, 

A communication was tead trom 
Peairie Farmers Assistance Branch, 
asking that the municipality co-op. 
erate in gathering information for 
the Wheat Acreage Reduction, 

A rosolution was passed instruct 
ing the secretary to co-operate in 
this matter. 

The Secretary was given per. 
mission to attend a secretaries’ re. 
fresher course, to be held at Ed- 
monton on June 16, 17 and 18. 

It was decided that the council 
should make a tour of the roads in 
the municipality in the latter part of 
Juoe, and plan a road programme 
for the season, 

One tax consolidation agreement 
Was approved, and paysheets and 
accounts were passed

Can Some Fruits 
Without Sugar 


With the present allowance of 10 
pounds sugar per pereon for canning 
home makere will be interested in 
the following suggestions by Miss 
Vera Richarde, of the Exteneion 
Service, on canning without sugar. 

Although the shape, colour and 
flavour of fruite are retained better 
when eugar is added, says Miss 
Richards, fruits may be canned 
quite eafely without sugar. Fruite 
for pieemaking or for use in diabetic 
diets are commonly canned in this 
way Juicy fruits such as berries, 
cherries, currants and plums should 
be canned in their own juices when 
sugar is omitted. Water ia not re- 
quired The juice should not be 
extracted from the riper fruits by 
crushing, and this followed by heat- 
ing and straining. The remaining 
fruit is packed closely into jars 
without preheating, and boiling hot 


juices added to cover. Then seni 
and process. 
The less juicy fruite such as 


apples, peaches and pears require 
the addition of water. Only the 
smallest quantities of water neces- 
sary should be used The general 
directions for canning should be 
followed substituting water for syrup. 
Five minutes should be added to the 
usual processing time. Before serv- 
ing the fruite, the liquid may be 
concentrated by boiling 

1 Tocan rhubarb without sugar: 

(Rhubarb canned in water) 

Waeh before cutting. Do not re- 
move ekin. Cut in inch pieces 
Pack in freshly washed, sterilized 
jars. Adjust new rubber, Put jar 
filled with rhubarb in deep pail, 
and pour cold wateron When the 
water in the pail comes over the top 
of the jar five or six inches, place 
on cover and seal under water. 

To serve-do not throw away the 
water in the jar. Pourinto a kettle 
and boil down until one-balf the 
Original amount, Add the rhubarb, 
cook until soft, and add eugar to 
taste. 

¥. Canned rhubarb: 

(Without cooking) 


Sterilize the jara and tops and 
scald new rubbers, Take freshly 
gathered rhubarb and cut up as for 
pies. Partly fill one jar, then, using 
a thick, smooth stick, press down 
the rhubarb until the juice begins to 
flow as some of the pieces are bro- 
ken Continue this packing and 
pressing until the jar ia quite full 
and the juice overflowing; adjust the 
rubbers and seal at once. Do not 
attempt to work with more than one 
jarful at a time. his rhubarb is 
delicious for use in winter pies, It 
retaina all the flavour of the fresh 
fruit One-half gallon jarful of the

‘Rendered fat’’ means fat melted down and strained to 
remove solid matter. It includes drippings and strained pan 
grease resulting from the cooking of meat. 

“Unrendered fat'’ means raw or partially cooked fat free 
from lean meat and bone, but not fully rendered. 


“Bones’’ means raw or cooked bones of cattle, sheep 
and hogs
